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SABINE’S SORROW. 


Latest From the hecent Storms on the 
Galf, 

BEAUMONT, Tex., October 18.—A new dan 
ger seems to have sprang up in the vicinity 
of Sabine that has scared searchers, for the 
unfortunate cattle have become dangerous 
wild animals. Watering pools have beon filled 
with sea water, and the cattle aro wild with 
thirat. Saturday eveninga steer chased three 
men who were walking along the edge of the 
bayou, and would probably have killei them 
if they had not succeeded in reaching their 
boat.

GALVESTON, Texas, October 18.—The com- 
mittee of citizens who left here Saturday 
night on the tug: boat “Estelle,” which had a 
schooner in tow carrying $1,000 worth of pro- 
visions for the unfortunates at Sabine Pass and 
Jgbnson’s bayou, returned at alate hour last 
night. They reached Sabine Pass early San- 
day morning and found about one hundred 
persons still living there, reluctant to leave 
the site of their former homes. They are 
eecuy ying the few houses that withstood the 
storm. One half of the foodend clothing 
taken up by the committee was distributed 
among the sufferers, who were in groat need 
of everything. The remainder was sent 
up to Johnson's bayou on the 
the barge, as the tide and channel would not 
permit the ‘'Estelle’s” going up the river. The 
committee are ungnimous in their statements 
regarding[thelabsolute destitution of the survi- 
vors, They say they never sawsuch suffering 
for the necessities of lifeas exists at Sabine 
and Johnson’s Bayou. The committes ascer- 
tained thatthe totel number of persons who 
lost their lives was. 102, Of these 61 were 
colored and 38 whites. Only 61 bodies have 
thus far been recovered and buried. Score; 
of searching parties continue to hunt for the 
bedies of missing friends, 


AMBRICANIZED CHINAMEN. 


The Deputy Consul in New York Interviewed 
About His Countrymen, 

New York, October 18 —/[Special.]—Mr. 
Iai, of the Chinese consulate in this city, says 
that there are now abont 4,000 Chinamen in 
New York, or one-tenth of the whole number 
in this country and about one-third as many 
as are in San Francisco. There are 
2000 or 2500 in the suburbs of New York. 
He sags that they are fond ofthe metropolis 
and are better treated here than elsewhere. 
Very mary are married to white women and 
in simostevery instance these have proved 
happy unions. He declares that it is a mis- 
take to suppose that all the Chinamen are 
seeking wealth here with the idea of retarn- 
ing to China with it. Could they beco ne citi- 
zens many would do so as they like this coun- 
try and — fascipated by the comforts and ad- 
Van‘eges civilization.” They 
not be ax beppp tn Chins and their only ob- 
ject ip returning, could they doso and thén 
ccmée back here, would be to see their parents. 

Mr. Luicomplains of the injustice of the 
American laws regarding the Chinese, but 
epcaks hopefully of the near prospect of a 
revecation of thoss that prevent immigration 
eud naturalization. Theconsul here is Mr. 
Yee Shaw How, and he occupies a large dwell.

It is furnished in the main 
like apy other New York dwelling, bat some 
very choice Chinese carved forniture of ebony 
ané sgate is scattered among the yankee ap- 
pointments and beautiful pictures embroider- 
ed in gay colors on silk hang upon the parlor 
walls. He has two assictants, and his house- 
hold service is performcd by a Chinaman, as- 
sisted by a white wife.

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END OF THE STRIKE. 


THE PORK PACKERS DECIDE TORG- 
TURN TO WORK. 


But Declare That They Are doing to Make Things 
Hot—A Pinkerton Man Beaten Nearly to 
Death- The Trouble With the Switch- 
men—Labor News in Gineral. 


CuIcaGco, October 18.—The great strike at 
the stock yards is practically settled. Delegate 
Barry, of the K aights of Labor, has just stated 
to a reporter that he would have an interview 
with the packers this afternoon, and that he 
would tell them that the men were prepared to 
work ten hours a day, as demanded by the 
packers. He should use every endeavor to 
have the packers discharge all the non-union 
men they have brought in, but he would not 
keep the men out, he said, even if the packers 
refused to grantthis, Armour & Co, said they 
would not discharge any of the men they had 
brought ip, and that as far as they are con- 
cerned the, feel elmest independent of the 
strikers. They killed five hundred cattle 
yesterday with their mew men and expect to 
kill six hundred today. 

Excitement was caused about ten o'clock 
this morning, by the report that a batch of 
Pinkerton recruits had been stoned on their 
way tothe yards. No one was seriously hurt, 
but the feeling engendered was quickly mani- 
fested by older guards who commenced to use 
their clubs freely in forcing groups of men 
sbout the houses to move along. 

The strikers held a mass meeting on the 
prairie about 3 o’clock this afternoon,at which 
between 12,000 and 14.000 were present. A 
proposition to return to work on the ten hour 
plan was carried almost unanimously and the 
strike was declared at an end. 

Two members of the executive board of dis- 
trict assembly 57 said that there would be no 
trouble about the non-union men. If they 
were put to work in houses with the union 
men it would not be long before they woald 
guit of their own accord,as things would be 
wade pretty bot for them. 

A non-union man came from the direction 
of Armou:’s packing house this morning and 
was cet upon by a crowd of boys and severely 
thrashed. He finally made his escape. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock a Pinkerton man, in 
full uniform, and carrying two bundles under 
his arw, walked through the yards toward the 
town hall. Just before reaching the exchange 
building he was surrounded bya crowd of 
beys, who hootedand yelied at him, He put 
his han@ in his pocket as though to draw a 
revolver. This act was greeted by a shower of 
stones, and the officer started to run through 
the cattle pens -to the tracks on Fortieth 
street, where he was caught by a crowd of 
fully one hundred, His packages, contain- 
ing his wardrobe, was taken from him 
and torm to pieces,and he was pounded and 
kicked argund the face, nead and body until 
he was insensible. While lying there his coat 
wes taken from him and torn to shreds. He 
fixrally came to his senses and crawled off be- 
tween the cars just as another crowd came 
up and to kill him. [Search was made 
fer him, but Be managed to secrete himself 
and finally got away. _ 


THE GOVERNMEMT TELEGRAPHY. 


' The Knights of Labor Want theGoverament 


a te Control the Liaes. 

RicHMOND, Va., October 18.—At the after- 
uoon session of the general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor today, Thomas O'Reilly, of 
the telegraphers’ district. offered the following 
resolation: 

Resolved, That the organized power of the order 
of Knights of Labor be directed in demanding at 
ihe handsof congress the passage of a measure 
recommending the purchase, under the right of 
eminent domain, of the telegraph sysiem of the 
country. Thatitis the duty of all to assist in 
bominatipg and supporting, with their votes, only 
such candidates as will pledge their support to 
such a measure, and that special instructions be 
issued to the legislative committee at Washington 
to agitate for such ownership and make govern- 
7 telegraphy one ofthe Lurning questions of 
the da). 

In introducing the resolution, Mr. O'Reilly 
called attention to the fact that telegraph 
lixes in every country, except the Uusited 
States and Canada, are owned by the govern- 
ment, and claimed that it was an absolute 
vecessity here that the telegraph system 
should be controlled by the government in 
the public interest. 

Knight of Labor delegates are loth to speak 
about it, but there were scarcely 500 of themin 
the convention when it was called to order at 
9 o'clock this morning. Scores of them de- 
parted from the city on last night’s trains and 
many more have settled their hotel bills and 
will leave today. There is, therefore, every 
reason for adjournment within the next thirty 
hours, Officers say the work of revising the 
laws will bs taken up in _ regular 
order avd pushed through today, 
the object being to complete all 
of this before the close of the afternoon ses- 
sion. There will be, it is bslieved, nothing 
radical in the matter of boycotts.. Nearly 
every one is in favor of increaiing the salaries 
of the general ofliccre. That of ¢he general 
master workman will like'y be raised to 
$2500 or $3,000 from $1,500,and the other 
officers may get $1.500 o1 $1,200, whereas they 
now receive $1,000 annually. 

The action taken by the general assemby 
with reference to national trade districts to- 
dsy leaves matters in that respect exactly 
where they were before the convention. A 
motion to refer the balance of the revised 
constitution to the executive board anda 
committee of four was adopted. The com- 
mitiee has not yet been appointed. Similar 
action was taken with the balance of the re- 
port of the committee on law, including all 
documents on revision of the constitution. 

The committee on ths state of the order 
was then accorded the floorand kept it until 
the close of the session. All matters referred 
to in the reports of the general master work- 
man and the general secretary and treasurer 
were indorsed. 7 ee 

The proposition in favor of establishing or- 
shan asylums for children of deceased mem- 
* rs of the order was referred to local assom~- 
blies with favorable mention. 

The resolution in reference to education of 
members of the order in ite principles was re- 
ported favorably, It was resolved that here- 
after all aid granted to members of the order 
sball be indorsed or their traveling cards. 

Resolutions in reference to convict labor 

ere adopted. 

"The aclion taken by the general aysembly 
Satureay, in referercs to the clause of the re- 
vised constitution relating to national trad 8 
districts, was reconsidered, and when an effort 
was madto reaiopt the clause, as amended, 
it feiled for leek of a two thirds vote.

The General Council Receives the Veto—It is Read 
and then Discussed-A Motion to Pass the 
Bill Over the Veto—The Ayes and Nays 
Called— The Street Railroad, Ete. 


Mayor Hillyer has vetoed the ordinance 
passed by the general council on Monday the 
fourth instant, whereby the ordinance pro- 
hibiting the Atlanta brewary company from 
delivering beer was repealed. 

The veto was transmitted to the general 
council yesterday afternoon. 

Immediately after the body met yesterday 
afternoon Mayor Hillyer stated that the frs+ 
thing in order wasthe consideration of Mr. 
Beatie’s motion to jreconsider the vote upon 
the ordinance whereby the brewery was al- 
lowed to deliver beer, taken at the last session, 
Mr. Beatie arose and said: 

“May it please your honor, I prefer to take 
up that matter later in the session.” 

No one objected. 

The rules were suspended for Mrs. Belle K. 
Abbott to present a petition to the council. 
Mrs. Abbott addressed the body in behalf of 
the Woman’s home, asking that an appropria- 
tion be made for its benefit every month,

said: 

“I can fully indorse every word Mrs. Abbott 
bas said; but I appear before you for another 
purpese.

Just as Mr. Beatie was 
getting well started in his argument, Mayor 
Hillyer interrupted him, saying: 

‘Before the gentleman proceeds further, the 
chsir would like to announce that the veto 
power has been exercised, and that the mayor’s 
veto is upon the table.” 

This statement created a profound sensation 
in the chamber. Everybody looked at every- 
body else, and fora half minute the silence 
was intense, 

“Well, then,” said Mr, Beatie; ‘‘there is no 
use jn my continuing.” 

“The chair would be pleased to have the 
gentleman continue his remarks. The vote 
to reconsider may prevail and then there will 
be no necessity of the veto; but from my con- 
struction of the law, I think it proper to an- 
nounce that the veto has been submitted 
prior to the vote.” 

“I have prepared an argument upon this 
question,” said Mr. Beatie, ‘‘but the veto ren- 
dels it unnecessary.” 

“Bad the chair known,” said the 
meyer, “ihat the annotnesment would 
bave stopped. your address it wond 
cot bave been made nuutil after you had 
comuleted.”

To the General Council: Views of duty con- 
strain me to veto the resgiution adopted by your 
body at your session on the 2d instant, amending 
em sting ordinancesso as to allow the Atlanta 
brewery to deliver beer to families in this city, 

I depreciate the continued agitation of the pro- 
hibition question in our community. But 1 can- 
not get away from the conclusion that the only 
reatcnabte method of avoiding such agitation is 
for us all to unite, cordially and cheerfully, in the 
feithful execution of the law. 

I have a real respect for my associates in tnis 
body, which their character and conduct com- 
mands; and itis without abating in any degree 
this sentiment that I give expression to the views 
herein set out. 

I do not think the argument at all .enable that 
tle «ity government ought to leave the prohibi- 
ticn law where the legislature left it. By the fif- 
teenth section of the city charter enacted by the 
legislature February 28, 1874, power and authority 
is given the mayor and general council to pass all 
ordinances necessary ‘‘for the prevention and 
ponishment of disorcerly conduct, which conduct 
is lisble to disturp the peace and tranquillity of 
auy Citizen or citizers thereof, and every other by 
law, regulation and ordinance that may seem to 
be proper for the security of the peace, health, 
oiéer and good government of said city.”” Ana by 
the twenty-seventh and twenty-ninth sections of 
the charter, jurisdiction over the subjects (within 
certain restrictions) of the retail of ardeat spirits, 
and cf lager beer, is conferred on the city govern- 
ment, One of the main objects of municipal goy- 
ernment is to aid the state authorities in the pro- 
tection of the people against crime of all kinds, 
#nd inthe enforcement of the penal laws: and 
accordipgly every member of the eity 
covul cil is made a justice of the peace 
end itis made the duty of members of the police 
force, ‘‘to make arrests, in the manner prescribed 
by law, of persous violating any penal law of this 
giate.”’ And further, “that it siall be the duty of 
the chief of police, to prosecute offenders before 
the superior court of Fulton eounty, and the city 
eourt of Atlanta.’’ (Sec. 76o0f city charter. } 

U'. der these provisions an elaborate code of or- 
Ginx1 ces has been devised and enacted tor the 
prevention of crimes and bringing offenders to 
juatice; upon the enforcement of which by the 
ciry sutborities, and police, the peace and happi- 
nest of the people largely depends. 

By section 1,422 of the state code, authority to 
grant liquor licenses is vestedin the authoritiesof 
corporate towns to the exclusion of the couaty au- 
thorities, and by section 4,505 of the state code, be 
ing the section under which punishment for re- 
tailing without license is fixed, there is added this 
proviso: ‘no person shail be liable to indictment 
in the superior courts of this ttate, for violation of 
this section when said person has been already 
tried by corporate autherities for thesame offense.’ . 

The regulation of the traffic in ardent spirits has 
been always peculiarly within the province of the 
city gover1 ment. Andif it wassounder the old 
law, when there was scarcely any restriction on 
the sale, how much more does wisdom and duty 
require that the city should not ignore the sabject 
now that the people have spoken upon it so em- 
phatically, in the interest of morality aud peace. 
It is incumbent on the city authorities to deal with 
all other crimes; we have many ordinances aimed 
largely at the prevention of crime, and why should 
we shriuk from our duty in respect to this offense? 

In the candor of first impulse, everybody agreed 
that the city council ought to take hold of it aad 
frame its ordinances anew, so as to gmake them 
copform tothe new order of things brought iato 
being when prohibition was adopted. You accord» 
ingly epacied the original ordivance, providing a 
penalty for keeping spirituous or malt liquors ia 
possession for the purpose of unlawful sale, which 
ordinanee was adopted unanimously.

Prohibition was enacted after a great struggie, 
and at a heavy cost in the friction it caused 
amongst our people by the conflict.

I think the 
will of the majority ought to be respected, aad 
that the city council should give to the prohibition 
law the same wise conservative preservative 
measures as they dotoall otherlaws looking te

The ordinance originally adopted by the gener- 
al council is, in my judgment, wise and jast, and 
its beneficient effects ought not to be whittled 
away.

Judge Brewer, who delivered the opinion says, 
on pege its: ‘‘Nothing that I have said in this 
opinion is tobe taken as bearing on the question 
of the taleof beer, or the power of the state over 
that. Counsel claimed that the right to manufac 
ture, without the right to sell was a barren 
Whatever limitations may exist in this state, the 
marketsof the world are open, and with such 
merkets the right to manufacture is far from a 
beren iight.”’ 

T:ue, Judge Brewer does decide in that case that 
where the brewery was in existence before the 
law was enacted, it violates the l4th amendment 
of the federal constitution to forbid the manuufac- 
ture of beer, but deciding nothing as I before sta- 
ted on the subject of prohibiting the sale of beer. 
He plainly implies in what he says, that a law 
meiely prohibitibg the sale would not be uncosa- 
stifutional. 

Mr. Thompson, a learned commeutetor, end 
who stands high in the profession, says, in a note, 
that Judge Brewers decision would seem not te 
be snpported on any theory, and, in support of his 
dissent from Judge Biewer, cites, among other 
autLorities, what is known as the slaughterhouse 
cases, as holding the contrary, the latter being de- 
cided by the supreme court of the Unsted States 
and reported in 16th Wallace, page °6. See alse 
Metropolitan board of health vs. Heister, 37 N. Y¥. 
661, inhabitants of Watertown vs. Mayo, Mass. 315. . 
And to Judge Brewer's opinion in that case is op- 
posed, I think, the general current of judicial 
opinion and authority. But we need not lose time 
to consider whether a law prohibiting the brew- 
ery from manufacturing beer would be constita- 
tional or not. The prohibition law does not pre 
vent the brewery company from manufacturing 
beer, as much as they please. The law in ques 
tion merely prevents the sale of beer in Falton 
county. And even Jadge Brewer says in effect 
that if the manufacture is not disturbed, the right 
to sell in the markets of the world, a law prohib- 
iting the sales merely would seem to be valid, 
even though the sale were totally prohibited 
throughout the state. 

Here we are dealing with the prohibition of the 
saJe, not in a whole state, but in one county only. 
Nobody ever before heard of the idea that prohib- 
iting the sale of beerin one county violated auy 
copstitntioral right of the-brewery. In point of 
fact, such sale bas been stitéessively prohibited Im 
the adjoizing couniies one after another, in Cobb, 
DeKalb and Clayton, as well as nearly a hundred 
other counties of the state. And yet, no pretense 
was €ver set up that any constitutional right of the 
brewery was thereby violated. The prohibition 
law of which the brewery now con plains, is mere- 
ly adding anothercounty tothe listin which the 
right to sell had been from time to time cut off, 

I apprehend there can be very little force, if any, 
and in fact probably none at all, in the idea of 
vested rights inf favor of the brewery orgentlemen 
so wellable to take care of themselves would 
have long sineec asserted such rights and had them 
vindicated in the courts. 

The very most that can be said is, that there isa 
dispute on the question of vested 1ights, a8 far as 
relates to the b ewery, and itis very well known 
that the proper place to go for the settlement of 
such rights is the courts. 

If the prohibition law is unconstitutional, as far 
as relates to the brewery, there are judges in the 
land; let the parties go to them and get an injunc- 
tion or other appropriate legal remedy. 

The general council should certainly, in my 
juégment, not be asked to waive all right that the 
people may have for defense on this subject, and 
in effect surrender the question without-a contest; 
ena thus I respectfully submit, nallify the peo- 
ple’s will and the law to this extent. 

There is, however, anothcr constitutional ques- 
tion which arises under the amended ordinance of 
which I am speaking, which cutson the opposite 
side, and to which I invite your attention, There 
isin the federal constitution a provision much 
cldcr than the lith amendment, which takes away 
from the state, snd of course from municipal gov. 
erpment under the state, all rightto make any 
regulation or restriction which interferes with 
commerce between the people of one state and 
the people of another state. That is. the exciu- 
sive jurisdiction and authority over such subjects 
is vested in congress. Inthe caste of Walling vs. 
the people, decided by the supreme court of the 
United States, January ISth, 1886, it is held thate 
law which ‘discriminates unfavorably against the 
citizens, and productsof other states, and there- 
fore is a regulation of commerce, repugnant to the 
constitution of the United States.’ 

Now take the original ordinace, and the pro- 
posed amendment, and what does it mean’ Nay, 
what ia its plgin expreseion, as faras the selling 
of beer isconcerned? It is that the Atlanta brew- 
ery may sell and deliver beer to families for do- 
mestic use, free of any interference by the police 
authorities, and accordingly they have been doing 
so since your last meeting. That is, the brewery 
and its agents may make both the sale and the 
delivery within the limits of Fulton county, bat 
that if any agent in Atianta of a brewery outside 
of Atlanta shall bave on hand in Atlantagveer, for 
the purpose of illegal sale, he shall be arrested 
and punished for the same in the penalty named 
in theordinance. 1 know itis said that the ob- 
ject of this amendment is to put the Atlanta brew- 
ery ‘on an equality wita breweries of other 

ates,

If a citizen of Atlanta -wants to bring

THE NEWs ABROAD.

THE AUTOPSY HELD.

There 
was only one stab, and thet was delivered by 
along knife and penetrated the lung. The 
knife wasafterwards found in Erskine’s coat 
pocket, wrapped in a gentleman’s handker- 
chief, but neither were positively identified. 
Er: kine died at the house of Annie Moore, and 
up to a few heurs previous to his 
death the women inmates denied 
any knowledge of any wounds 
nor did he divulge his condition until Dr, 
Weetbrook examined him, and found the 
wounds. He then admitted to the doctor that 
he knew who inflicted the wounds, bat would 
not diyulge the perpetrator. His brother, 
William Erskine, of Atlanta, was telegraphed 
for, and arrived in the city today. He had 
the remains inclosed in a handsome metalic 
case, and they wiil be forwarded on the early 
train to Atlanta for burial tomorrow. 

The city is much excited over the matter, 
as kcskine was well known and liked in the 
community, and the accused, Mr. Blaek,is one 
of the forimest young men socially and> busi- 
nets like in the city.

They say it will not succeed 
if we go further with it. The reply is that many 
of the same men said the reform would not suc- 
ceed ana would hurt the city if we closed the 
barrooms. Upon the trial as thus far made we 
have found thatthe closing of the barrooms has 
not hurt the city, but that it has done good. 

It is useless to say thai those who thos stand by 
the will of the people ar2 extremists, For myself 
I have never been ultra, or extreme in anything, 
exceptin a conecieut:ous desire to d> my duty,aad 
to do what was right under all circ :mstanoss, and 
in every emergency. And that is what I em doing 
now. If the people can have a fair trial, of com# 
plete prohibttion under the act of the legisiature. 
with your aid. as you wisely at first ordained and 
devised it end let that aid, be faithtully spplied 
¢othe enforcement. of the prohipition law for 
twelve months longer and for one, if I find thatit 
does not work satisfacorily,and experience should 
show that it1s mpracticable, or unwise to have 
ccm plete prohibition, then I would be willing to 
modify my opinivn in tbe light of experience. Bat 
if efter anotber year’s faithful trial pursuant to 
the willof the people, it is found that total prohi- 
bition works well every way, and is a pronounced 
success, then I think all those who looked fur a 
contrary result oughtto yield their opinion and 
acquiesce in the further continuance of the law. 

The city has paospered greatly under prohibi- 
tion; values have largely increased; business in all 
lines (except that of the trafficin ardent spirits and 
malt liquors) is healthy and growing The record 
for the pastrix months in the building of new 
boures and the incoming of population, in water 
mains end service, streets, sewers, schools, sani- 
tary service, sound finances and splendid pablic 
credit,will compare most favorably with any other, 
nay, is it not the best record ever mweinthecity’s 
history? The habits and happiness of the people 
have improved, aud I think will improve more 
and more. The people of Atlanta formerly ex- 
pended, asestimated, upon an average $3,000 to 
M,000 per day for intoxicints. Who wou'd now 
Sty that Atiantayaysonc-tepth of that amount 
for liquors? I firmly believe that there is hot oue- 
tenth of the intoxicants consumed in Atlanta that 
there was a year anda half ago. People buy food 
aud clothing and medicine aud furniture 
and other usefal things ior health 
and comfort and morals with the 
money that was formesly expended for 
liquors. The state and county tax returns, givea 
under oath by the tax payers themselves, show an 
increase of more than $140,000 in valuation of 
household and kitchen furniture this year, 1536, 
over jast year. The good results are before us, al- 
though we have never yet had complete prohiubi- 
tion. . 

As just ard reasonable men, ought we no! to 
continue the trial, and see whether it will not 
work out better resultsstill, when all the quart 
licenses bave expired, (a goal now only a few days 
off.) and the traffic hes been altogether prohibited 
and suppressed? 

For the reasons here given, I fee] constrained to 
withhold my. sssent to the amended ordinance in 
question, and here respectfully submit thse views 
fur such action in the premises under the laws, as 
in the wisdom of the general council shall seem 
meet and proper.

‘Yes, perhaps so,”’ replied Mr. Delavan.

THE OLEBOMARGARINE MUST GO TO 
THE REAR, 
eet 
An Interview With Collector Crenshaw. in Which 
He Predicts a Butter FPamine—He Iseuce « 
Cireular Letter of Lastructions to Bis 
Deputies—An Interesting Talk. 
SE eeD 
“About the middle of November yon will sve 
acomplete butter famine in Georgia,” said 
Collector Crenshaw. “The law taxing oleo- 
margarine goes into offect on November 1, In 
my opinion four-fifths of the butter sold in At- 
lauta is oleomargarine. The sale of this will 
be almost ontirely stopped at the first, Many 
of the dealers will refuse to take out the li- 
cense, fearing that they can sell but little of 
the cleomargarine when itis stamped. The 
majority of the people will not buy oleomarga- 
rine when they know it to besuch. At pres- 
ent they take theirchances on it; but when a 
man hands thema pound of butter on which 
isstamped the word “Oleomargarine,” they 
are not going to buy it, Consequently, I look 
for the oleomargarine supply to be almest com- 
pletely stopped by the tenth of November, Of 
course the present dairies cannot supply any- 
thing like the demand. Yon will eee the price 
go up and a butter famine begin.” 
“How about buying from the Tennessee 
creameries ?” 
“Most of that isoleomargarine, A Tennes- 
sce butter maker finds the demand for his but- 


ter increasing. Heordersa hundred pounds | 


of oleomargarine a week, for which he pays 
fouiteen cents a pound. He mixes it in his 
butter and sells the compound forthirty cents, 
Finding that this succeeds, he inereases his 
order to two hundred pounds, and in that#way 
most of the butter that comcs here ig only 
one-half butter. A Jersey dairyman, near 
Atlanta, told me that he bought the constitu- 
ents of oleomargarine and churned it.in with 
his butter. Isdid not depreciate the quality 
of his butter nor its popularity with his cus: 
tomers.” 

“What are the oxact regulations regading 
the manufacture and sale of oleomargariae””’ 

“I have just prepared them, and will ask 
you to publish them over my official signa: 
ture. ithink every question is answered, 
and it will be well for the dairymen, merchants 
and eustomers to clip this out, and keop it, as 
it is the official law on the subject.” 

UNtrED StavTes INTERNAL REVENUE COLLECTOR'S 
Orrick, Distrior or Guoncia, ATLANTA, October, 
1836.-—-To Deputy Collectors of Internal Revenue, 
District of Georgia~Sirs : The near approach of 
the time for the collection of the tax upon manu- 
facturers of, and dealers in, oleomargarine under 
the internal revenue laws, renders it proper that I 
should issue a circular tetter of instructions in re- 
gard toyour duties concerning this tax; likewise 
to acquaint manufacturers of oleomargarine and 
dealers in the same with the regula- 
tions which will be of force om No- 
vember ist prox., for the enforcement 


of the law, and coilection of the proper special tax .- 
therefor. Under the act of congress providing for 
a tax on oleomargarine, buiter is defined to mean — 


the food product which is made exclusively from 
milk or cream, or. both, with or without salt or 
coloring matter. Oleomargarine includes, first, all 
manufactured substances heretofore known as 
oleomargarine, oleo, olecomargarine oil, butterize, 
lardine, suine and neutral; ard, second, all 
mixtures and compounds of these substances, in- 
clucing mixturesand compounds thereof with but- 
ter. Each and all of these substances, also each 
mixture or compound with butter is without quali- 
os Bea declared to be oleomargarine. and is taxa- 
le, 

Buiter, as herein defined,’without any substance 


or article whatever other than salt, with or with- 


out coloring matter, isnot Hable to tax. 
Oleomargarine is defined most generally to be 
artificial butter, made from animal fat, with the 
acdition of some milk and other substances. 
Butterine is a substitute for butter made from ani- 
mal fat, aleocalled oleomargarine. Besides these 
two classes of articles defined by the act to be 
oleomargarine, which comprise all substances 
heretofore known as oleomargarine, there is a 
third class of oleomargarine, made from 
lard extracts and tallow extracts: 
and lastly, a fourth class of oleo- 
margarine, which comprisos all mixtures and 
com pounds of tallow, beef-fat, lard-oil, vegotable- 
oi], annotto and other coloring matter, intestinal- 
fat and offal-fat made in imitation of butter, or in 
semblance of butter. The fourth class includes 
all mixtures and compounds of tallow, beef-fat, 


suet, lard, lard-oil, vegetable-oil, annotto, and ~ 


other coloring matter, intestinal-fat and offal-fat 
calculated or intended to be sold as butter, when 
made in imitation or sembiance of butter. 

The intent of the law is to levy and collect a tax 
upon the manufacture and sale of an article made 
in imitation of butter, which resembles butter, 
while it isnot butter as defined by the law. In 
orderto secure arigid enforcement thereofIniernal 
revenue officers are not compelled, for the pur- 
pose of the law, to prove the imitation, or even 
the resemblance, except as to the mixtures and 
compounds of tallow, beef fat, e:c. 

Manufacturers of oleomargarine are required to 
pay a special tax of $500.00 trom November Ist, 
1886, to April 20th, 1887, besides a tax of two cents 
per pound on al! the oleomargarine manufactured 
by them. 

Wholesale dealers in oleomargarine shall pay 4 
special tax of $240.00 from November jist, 1850, to 
Apri! 30th, 1887, Retail dealersin oleomargarine 
must pay a special tax of $21.00 from. November 
Ist, 1886, to Aprii 20th, 1887. 

Wholesale dealers in oleomargarine— 
Every person who sells or offers for sale, 
oleomargarine in the original manufacturer's 
packages in quantities not less than ten pounds, 
shall be deemed a wholesale dealer in oleomarga- 
rine, - 

RETAIL DEALERS IN OLEOMARGARINE, 

Every person who sells oleomargariue in less 
quantities than ten pounds at one time, shall be 
regarded as a retail dealer in oleomargarine. 

Wholesale dealers in oleomargarine shall sell 
only in original stamped packages. They are re- 
quired to keep a book (form 61,) and make a month 
ly return to the collector of internal reveaue ou 
form 217, properly sworn to, showing the oleomar- 
garine received by them, and from whom received; 
also the oleomargarine disposed of by them,and +o 
whom sold or delivered. Every person who 
carries on the business of a wholesale dealer in 
oleomargarine without haring paid the specia! 
tax therefor as required by law, shall, besides be- 
ing able for the payment of tha tax, be flaed not 
lest than $500 nor more than $2,009, 

Retail dealers in oleomargarine must sell only 
from original stamped packages in juantities not 
exceedipg ten pounds, and shall pack the oleo- 
matgarinesold by them in tultable wooden or 
peper packages, such as are usually omployed in 
selling butter or Jard at retail. (Tin packages not 
allowed to be used,) Each retailer's wooden or 
paper packege must have, bosides the neme and 
address of the dealer, printed or brand- 
ed thereon in letters no: less 
than oone-querter of an “inch Ffquare 
the word “oleomargarine” and the quanticy in 
pounds contained therein, written or priated 
thereon as follows: “1 pound oleomargarine,”’ 
“114 pounds oleomargarine,” or as the case may be. 

Whenever any stamped package containing oleo- 
margarine is emptied, it shall be the daty of the 
person in whose hands the same is to destroy 
utterly the stamp thereon, 

Every person who carries on the business of 8 
retail dealer in oleomargarine without having paid 
tbe specia) tax therefor as required by law, shall, 
besides belng Mable to the pa) ment of the tax, be 
fined not less than $50 nor more than $500 for each 
and every offense. :

It is made the duty,of the collector to primarily 
decide what substances, extracta, mixtures Or 
compounds are iexable onder this act, and in 
case the holder of any substance, etc., held by the 
collector to be oleomargarine aud Hable to tax, 
the decision of the collector will.govern in the 
matter, unless tle claimant shall desire to appeal 
to the commissioner of internal revenue, whose 
Cecision shall be final. 

The law provides for the appoint- 
ment of sn analytical chemist anid & 
miicroscopist therefor. In all cases of appeal a sam- 
ple must be taken bya reveuue officer and for 
warded through the collector to the commissioner, 
who will have the same analyzed. Al! oleomar- 
gerine intended for human consumption which 
contains ingredients deleterious to the pablic 
health, shall be forfuited to the United States. In 
case the substance is seized or detained by the col- 
lector as containing ingredients deleterious to the 
phbife health, samples may be forwardef asin 
cases Involving the question of tax, and be 
Gispored of by the commissioner in the 
same manner. If, however, the claimaat is un will 
ing te accept the decision of the commissioner, bo 
may in this class of cases appeal to a board com-

All oleomargarine torfeited to the United States 
as being deleterious to the public health will be 
sold by.the collector, but each package must be 
branded: “Condemned as unfit for human con- 
sumption and deleterious to the public health.”’ 

On October Sist, 1886, all oleomargarine on the 
premises of any dealer must be in wooden pack- 
ages Containing not less than ten pounds each. 

Every dealer must make, under oath, 
a writen inventory of all packages on 
hand October 31,1856, containing oleomargarine, 
which shall show the quantity in each and every 
package, and he must mark upon each package as 
follows:

He will also procure and affix to each and every 
package the proper tax-paid stamp, aad will can- 
cel the same by drawing five waved lines across 
the face thereof. 

The inventory herein mentioned must be imme- 
diately forward by the dealer to the collector. The 
dealer should retain a copy for his own informa- 
tien and protection. 

In order that the ‘provisiousjof the law may be 
cearied opt in my district as contemplated by the 
act taxing oleomargarine, each deupty collector is 
directed on the morning of November 1st, 1836, to 
begin a thorough canvass of his division and 
carefully inspect the stock on hand and held by 
gach dealer. Should you find substances in imi- 
tation of butter in the hands of dealers not stam p- 
ed or tax paid, which in your opinion is oleomar- 
garine and taxable, you will make isamediate de- 
mand for all proper taxes thereon. Should cases 
arisein which they (the dealers) would question 
the liability of themselves, or the 
aiticle they are selling, to tax 
and decline upon that ground to pay the taxes 
dne, you are instructed to carefally weigh the 
stock on hand, carefully noting the same, and re- 
quire the dealer to furnish a sample taken in your 
presence, and by you forwarded to the collector, 
to be by him forwarded tothe honorable commis- 
sioner of internal revenue at the expense of the 
dealer. In case of refusal by the dealer to com: 
ply with this instruction, you will in each case 
detain all of the article found for advice from this 
office. Your attention is invited to the regula- 
tions herein given, witha view of thoroughly 
posting yourselves upon this branch of the revye- 
nue service, that the law may be enforced and sll 
proper taxes collected.

Our visions of things come to us 
through the three avenues of sense, under

life. When we know perfectiy we shali 
agree perfectly.

RUNNING ON THE RAIL’ 


GOSSIP AND NEWS OF THE RAIL- 
ROADS. 


Incidents in the Career of an Old Sleeping Coach- 
A Pulimav Palace That Has Done Gervivce 4 
Docen Years—Latest Information About 
the Lines— Headlight Fiashes, Btc. 


Somehow or other everything which is a 
part and parcel of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad organization seems to be attended 
with unusually good luck or special prewi- 
dence, whichcrer one you may term ié. 

This is irae to such an extent that the mon on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad have natu- 
rally come into the habit of thinking what 
they have on their road is a little beter than 
the came thing that avy other railroad has. 

This can best be illustrated by a reference 
to the old sleeping-car, ‘Ricino,’”’ which has 
been running on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad,cither in local or through lines,for the 
last dozen years or more. 

The Racine iseaid to be one of the oldest 
cars inthe Paliman service; but as a Pallman 
official recently remarked, she 13 one of the 
best constracted and strongest cars ever turned 
out of the Pallman company’s shops. In her 
early days she was considered a model of a 
fine car, andall of the wine drinking aad 
“show you a palace” occasions were given on 


her. 

Some of theincidents in her career have 
something racy if not almost phenomenal con: 
nected with them. It is stated that some few 
years ago, for instance, when she was running 
inthe through line ofthe great Kennesaw 
route, she was the last car of an Louisville 
and Nashville train, which was derailed be- 
tween Montgomery and New Orleans. The 
ergine leaped from the track, dragging the 
postal car, baggege car and every other car in 
the entire train, until! it came the Ricine’s 
time to go. This she declined to doin a very 
practical manner by breaking the coupling 
which connected her with the next car; but, 
asthe track was torn up some fifiy yards or 
more by the derailment of the rest of theitraia, 
it seemed that she had the common fate before 
her. The mometum, however, carried her 
straight forward, now jumping from cross tie 
to cross-tie, until reaching the point where 
the track was ail right, she bounced forward 
and Jeaped squarely on the rails and ran vearly 
two car lengths and then stopped, smiliag and 
making her best bow, as it were, with nobody 
hurt, though several of the passengers were 
like the yankee ib a railroad accident in Ver- 
mont, “right smartly skeert.”’ 

On another occasion she wasin an accident 
on the Western and Atlantic a numbar of years 
ago—it bas been along time since the Western 
and Atlantic had an accident worth recording. 
The rest of the train iefi the track; andia 
asmuch asthe Western and Atlantic never 
does anything by haives, this time the Racine 
had to keep company with her partuers. 
When thetrain men recovered themselves, 
however, avd looked around to see how badly 
everytbing had fared, tbe Racine merely re- 
ported one broken window glass; nobody hurt 
and nothing else the mitter with her. 

On still another occasion she was in an acci- 
dent where the rest of the train left the track 
and the Racine did likewise. But, following 
the ex le she set in the first instance re- 
corded, she jumped onthe track again and 
cametoafuil halt, although thereat of the 
cars still remained off, 

Without going into the recital of any more 
of the escapades which she has had a part in 
during tier long career, it ig well to call to 
minz the factthat acouple of winters ago, 
while standing down opposite the Markham 
house, she was discovered to beon fire, tho 
pipe of the stoye being defective. Some one 
seeing the flames and learning that they had 
the Racine, remarked: “I wish the darned old 
thing would burn up, and then they would re- 
place her with a pretty car.” 

The fire had gotten considerable headway, 
and ifit had been any othercir there would 
have been nothing left but the trucks and 
wheels and a billfor the insurance compsay 
to settle; but ndt co could it be with the R- 
cine. The efficient fire department of Atlanta 
turned oatin ahurry, and, although he 
nigbt was so cold that the water was freezi ¢g, 
still encugh of it was secured to extinguish 
the flames,and the damages next morning 
were found to amount to less than fifty do!- 


ars. 

One of the Western and Atlantic men re- 
marked of her, that Pullman must have 
“rubbed his rabbit foot” over her when he 
built ber. : 

The Racine does not run regularly; but ig 
held asa supernumerary car, whenever the 
Oconee, the Ocmulgee, or any of the other 
regular cars are sent to the reyair shop fora 
day or 60, and whenever she comes cut she 
seems to bring good luck with her. 

It may bave been that for several nights 
business bad been rather light: but, as was re- 
marked a short time since, “if the Western 
and Atlantic people want to be certainof hav- 
ing a good crowd on Nos, 11 or 12 just let 
them hope that some of the other cars will 
get out of fx and that the Racine will have 
tobe putonthe run. If sheis, then you can 
count on it that there wiil be any- 
where from ten to fifteen people who will 
want railruad_ tickets and sleening- 
car accommodations that night over the 
Western and Atlantic.” So remarkable has 
been her record for good luck that it has got- 
ten to be a by-word among thetrain men of 
the Western and Atlantic when informed that 
the Racine is tobe puton for the run that 
night: “Well, if you have got the old Racine 
you are justas sure to get to Chattanooga on 
time as if you were already there.

A Member ot the Council Says Mayor Hill- 
yer’s Vetois Not Good, 


‘ Hillyer’s veto fen’t worth]. cont,” said a 
mem ver of the general couacil, as he cms 
downmon the elevator afior the body adjourned 
yesterday afternoon, — ; 

“And why?” asked a fellow passenger. 

“Because itisno veto. The law requires 
the mayorto make his veto within four days 
after the passage of the ordinance. Now this 
ordizance was passed upon the fourth and 
Mayor Hillyer lodged his veto with tae clerk 
on the 7th,” ; 

“Well. that is within four days.” 

“Yes, but. when he handed that paper to the 
clerk he gave the clerk most positive instrac- 
tions not to permit any one to see it, or not to 
allowany one to know that it had been filed, 
Then today,two weeks after the law was 
made, hesends in his veto and itis made 
kuown forthe firsttime, Now what conusti- 
tutes the making of that veto within four days? 
Is writing it and laying it away sufficient? 
Doesn’t it require » publicity rather than a 
secrecy to make it . voto? Ithink it does. 
Now if Mayor Hiliy «r and Clerk Goldsmith 
were Gisposed to do so—and I[ don’t 
think they are—what would  proeveat 
Mr. Hillyer from writing it ten days after the 
law and dating it back. No, that vets is not 
good, and I shall so express myself when the 
time comes.” 

After hearing this interesting conversation 
a CONSTITUTION reporter sought Clerk Gold- 
smith, and asked. : 

“When did you receive that voto?” 

“On the 7th.” 

“Why didn’t you let someone know it?” 

“Because, I had positive instructions from 
Mayor Hillyer not to let any one see it or to 
let any one know anything about it.
